numena.

suicide ; or else, by sheer. depression, driving the individual 
finally to take refuge m some form of superstition which may 
pacify his fear

It i» true, there i» a large amount of more rational and 
humane teaching from the pulpit, but every оре knows that 
the kind of preaching which 1 have described has been 
extremely. prevalent, and that the reigu of terror in tbe pulpit 
i» not yet at an. єой. Under this gloomy system of bugbear 
terror, death and s future life bare been uniformly associated 
with sentiments of borror and despair, and every religious 
subject has been contempl;

Та some cases, religion (so called) 1» the leading cause, ex- 
celling any other single source of mental derangement ; and 
in all reports, religion occupies a very prominent place, In 
Ше last report of the. Lunatic Asylum of the State of Ohio, 
religious anxiety and. intemperate drinking take the lead of 
all ether causes of insanity, and. the religious cause exceeds 
intemperanee in the number of lunatics it bas produced. 

"Phe intoxicating effect of alcubobe drinks s nearly resem- 
bles iasanity, that a well-known medical professor has. pub- 
lished an essay upon imtemperance or intoxication aw a form. 
of insanity. If the debasing and insanifying powet of alcohol 
enn be excelled by (Ье depressing and deranging power of an 
animal excitement, falsely called religion, should we not expect 
that when society contains a large number of melancholie ex- 
citable individuale, half crazed already by pseudo-relignous. 
terrorism, and deprived by ignorance and superstition of every. 
protection against delusion, (hat every suggestion, whether 
reformatory or otherwise, which mvolves the consideration of 
religious subjects, should be caught at by such persons aud 
become а prominent idea in ther hallucinations * 

Why iw it that. religion i» thus connected with. insanity " 
Benevolence and justice are not causes of insanity ; genius 
and wisdom are not sources of mental derangement ; philan- 
thropy, bope, love, heroism, lofty and. patriotic amnbitiun—all 
that т the character of man—lifts him far above. the 
sphere of mental derangement "True religion, жо far from 
feoding to mental derangement, elevates, brighiens, and ео 
nobles the intellect, and qualifies man for tbe noblest and 
highest inspiration. 1 speak not vaguely of matters of opin- 
100 and observation, but with reference to positive results. of 
accarste cerebral science ; and 1 affirm that, in proportion ая 
genuine religion prevails, the intellect of mankind will become 
wmivermally more clear, more brilliant, more original, more 
receptive of truth, and more capable of resisting any insane 
wndency. But if we examioe the theological customs which 
are fashionable, and tho theological notions which are still 

propaguted im our country, with immense moral and. animal 
force, we shall find that the prevalent spirit of the antique or- 
Yhodoxy, i. essentially insanity ; that wherever orthodoxy, in 
all i» power and vitality, i» wufüciently active, insanity 
abounds, and that a large portion ví the doctrines. or inculca- 
tons of the pulpit tends directly to tbe production of insanity

We are not disposed to be coptious, amd 
certainly feel lite inclination to complain of those who are 
deeply and wholly absorbed with enterprises which claim for 
their object the emancipation of humanity. Tbe peculiar 
modes of operation adopted by those friends may not, and 
(bey certainly do not, accond with the decisions of our judg- 
ment, but, for amght that we are authorized to affirm, they may 
be laboring more effectually in their own way, than we may 
be able to doin ours. — Nevertheless, we have our convictions, 
and must express them if we speak at all, and so long n» it 
i» characteristic of the dogmatist té assert and denounce, 
and of the philosopher to inquire and to reason, we shall not 
fail to mark the distinction and to manifest our preference. 

Our observation and expenence hitherto have. served. to 
wstablish ux in the eonviction that no very great and. bene- 
бела! result eun be secured by a partial and one-sided present 
ation of any subject, We apprebend that Reformers are liable 
to err in this respect. Та their opposition to the established 
usne, he deiied errors, abuses. of the old

received their earliest and most enduring unpressions, whose 
habits of thought and modes of action have been formed under 
the present perverted and unnatural order of society, are sub« 
ject to numerous. evils which have their origi in the cireum. 
stances of birth, education, and geographical position, nnd für 
which the individua! can not, on any principle of justice, be 
beld strictly responsible, We suffer under accumulated ills 
whose remote origin i» to be found in the igmornee and mis- 
direction of otber mes, and whieh have not ceased to flow 
down to us through the veins of bygone and forgotten genera- 
tion», Me ія not born to the most fortunate destiny who un. 
cunseioualy becomes the inheritor оѓ these evils.
